MEGGINSON  LOVING  and  family  came  to  Texas  very  soon  after  Texas 
fm3  admitted  to  the  Onion.  H©  had  waited  for  the  trouble  with 
Mexico  to  bo  settled,  that  ho  might  feel  his  family  would  be 
safe.  He  may  have  settled  first,  for  a  short  time,  in  some  other 
place,  but  ho  lived  for  a  while,  about  one  and  one-half  miles 
from  Daingerfleld,  now  in  Morris  County,  Texas,  on  a  farm,  which 
is  now  known  as  the  Thomas  Connor  Sr.,  homestead.  The  original 
dwelling  is  standing  (this  1930),  onclosod  within  the  enlarged 
Conner  home.  Megginson  Loving *3  daughter,  Mary  H.  was  married 
In  this  homo,  to  her  first  husband,  Jesse  Moon. 

There  were  no  free  schools  In  Texas  at  that 
time  and  very  few  of  any  kind.  M^TToving,  with  other  families, 
employed  teachers  to  Instruct  their  children.  Mary  Loving  Moon- 
Craader  spoke  froquently  of  on  Englishwoman  who  taught  the  girls 
among  other  things,  to  knit  lovely  lace.  Mary  Loving  kept  up 
this  accomplishment  for  her  past  time  all  her  life.

heirs  of  Lucy  Loving  Forsyth®,  are^the  only  members  of  the  family 
who  continue  to  own  and  live  on  the  Loving  lands. 

Megginson  Loving  was  married  in  Madison  Co., 
Alabama,  Doc.  24,  1822.  (See:  Marriage  recorded  in  Madison  Co., 
Ala.  where  he  lived  a  number  of  years.  In  1830,  he  visited 
Lovingston,  Va.,  from  whence  he  wrote  a  letter  to  his  wife  Nancy. 
In  164o,  he  was  living  in  Woodville ,  Jackson  Co. ,  Alabama,  but 
In  1848  we  find  him  a  resident  of  Daingerfleld/ Cass  County,  ?) 
Texas.  lie  was  an  early  Postmaster  of  Laingerf ield,  having 
served  as  Postmaster  of  Woodville.  Ala.  before  coming  to  Texas. 

He  was  a  member  of  the  5th  Texas  Legislature. 

The  Loving  plantation  in  Alabama  was  about 
one  mile  wast  of  Woodville.  All  the  buildings  are  gone  now(tbis 
1930).  About  four  miles  from  Woodville,  there  Is  a  place 
called  Loving  camp  or  gap,  where  It  is  said  they  made  sugar  from 
the  maple  trees.  Mary  Loving  Moon*Crowder  told  her  grandchildren 
of  her  memories  of  maple  sugar  making  when  she  was  a  child  in 
Alabama. 


Megginson  Loving  gave  about  one  acre  or  more 
off  the  corner  of  his  land,  lying  near  the  old  Spring  Hill 
church  and  cemetery,  for  a  family  burying  ground.  Cynthia  Loving 
Aidd  was  the  first  burial  there,  soon  after  18G0;  she  died  on  a 
visit  to  Texas  from  Virginia.

1631,  by  tho  Company  of  Providence  Island  to  succeed  Captain 
Hilton  as  governor  of  Tortuga  In  case  of  tho  latter 1 s  death. 
Captain  Hilton  went  to  England  and  Captain  V/onnoly  was  Governor 
of  Tortuga  1623-1635.  On  April  2,  of  that  year,  the  company 
ordered  that  he  continue  as  Governor  until  further  notice ( orders ) . 
Later,  In  1635,  the  Islands  were  captured  by  the  Spaniards  and 
Wormely  appears  to  have  come  at  onco  to  Virginia,  (U.S.A.  ),'  as 
In  1636  he  was  Justice  of  the  Council;  in  1636-37,  probably  In 
January,  he  was  appointed  to  the  Council;  in  1639  and  1640,  he 
was  Commander-In-Chief  of  Elizabeth  City  and  Charles  River 
(York)  Countiosj  he  was  present  In  the  Council  In  March  1642- 
1643,  and  he  appears  to  huve  died  soon  afterwards.

RALPH  L’ORLIELY11,  of  "Rosegill" ,  Middlesex  County,  Va.,  was 

born  1650;  matriculated  at  Oriel  College,  Ox¬ 
ford,  July  14,  1665;  he  was  a  Member  of  the  House 
of  Burgesses  for  Middlesex  Co.,  Va.,  1674;  ap¬ 
pointed  to  Council,  1677;  Secretary  of  State, 

June  1693;  in  same  year  ho  was  President  of  the 
Council,  and  by  virtue  of  that  office  was,  for  a 
time,  acting  Governor.  He  was  a  man  of  great 
weight  in  the  government,  and  is  described  by  a 
contemporary  writer,  "the  most  powerful  man  In 
Virginia” .  He  died  Lee  crib  or  5,  1701.  Monsuior 
Durand,  a  French  Huguenot  Refugee,  writes,  while 
visiting  at  "Rosegill",  "Mr.  Wormeley  Is  the 
son  (step-son)  of  the  late  Gov.  Sir  Henry  Chich- 
ley;  although  a  nobleman  and  still  owns  estates 
in  England,  ho  has  established  himself  In  this 
country;  he  has  26  negro  slaves,  and  20  Chris¬ 
tians,  and  holds  the  highest  official  positions; 
he  has,  too,  at  least  twenty  houses  scattered 
along  a  charming  plateau  above  the  Rappahannock 
River"*  (Article  translated  and  privately 
printed  in  1925).

"Among  the  Cavaliers  who  came  to  Virginia  in 
1G49,  was  Sir  Thomas  Lunsford,  knight.  Baronet.  He  was 
knighted.  December  EG,  1G41,  and  made  Lieutenant  of  the  Tower 
of  London.  On  the  27th  of  December,  while  walking  through 
Westminister  Iiall  with  twenty  or  thirty  friends,  and  meeting 
a  band  of  apprentices,  he  and  his  companions  drew  their  swords 
and  wounded  a  number,  and  denounced  them  as  'Roundheads1  bee 
cause  it  was  their  custom  or  fashion  to  cut  the  hair  round. 

He  died  boforo  1G5Gj  v/as  married  three  times,  (1) 

(name  not  known),  (2)  Catherine  Seville,  daughter  of  Sir*- 
Neville,  and  had  daughters  Flizabeth  and  Maria  (b.  in  Tower 
of  London),  and  probably  a  son,  William.  A  Pedigree  of  the 
LUNSFORDS  in  the  British  Museum  mentions  that  Lunsford 
*sould  all  and  went  into  Virginia,  where  he  married  a  third 
wife’.
